Dies in a 
I oreiqn land 
Fhursday. 


A cablegram from his wife in Je ru ­ 
salem to friends in Rockford briefly 
announced Thursday the 
death 
of 
W illiam A riel Tuleott.

Regieter-Gazette in a lengthy obituary 
says: 
No one in Rockford has been more

with the material 
and spiritual life of the city tbnn Mr. 
Talcolt. 
The first white child born in 
Winnebago county; 
educated in its

ive in business with his father, before 
he Lad gained his majority, his whole 
life was knitted and bound up with the 
people of this valley. 
Schools, colleges, 
hospitals, 
banks, 
factories, churches and societies of all 
kinds that had for their end and aim 
the growtb»and betterment of the com­ 
munity have had 
his leadership and 
his loyai support. 
And this leadership 
and support meant success, tfor while 
there was never a more warm-hearted, 
generous man, nor one whose sympa­ 
thies went hand in hand with his 
worldly goods, yet he had 
wonderful 
business ability, amounting almost to 
genius in affairs of great moment so 
that it came to be generally undorstoou 
that any project which had 
Mr. Tal- 
cott 9 endorsement was sure to suc­ 
ceed. 
W ith the blood of the best American 
families in his veins and the spirit of 
the hardy pioneers to inspire him, 
W illiam Ariel Talcott grew into a no­ 
table manhood and today h. has the 
greatest tribute that can be paid to 
mortal man, for on every hand ran bo 
heard through tears the words, “ He 
was my friend.” 
Before he was 21 Mr. Talcott was an 
active partner in the firm of Emerson 
,v Co. 
He was a leader in the estab­ 
lishment and conduct of the Rockford 
college, being president of the board of 
directors, of the city hospital, the pub­ 
lic library and up to the day of his 
death was anxious to make a park for 
the city of the present fair grounds. 
He was interested
